Furniture 
charity’s 
Groundwork 
award joy 


A COMMUNITY group in 
Bridgend has been named 
Groundwork’s community 
partnership with business 
winner at the inaugural 
Groundwork Community 
Awards, a ceremony designed 
to recognise and celebrate the 
work of local community 
groups. 

Community Furniture Aid has been 
awarded for its work in making the 
local area a ‘better, greener and 
healthier place to live’. 

Community Furniture Aid (CFA) is 
a unique, small charity that provides 
relief and assistance for people in need 
in the county borough of Bridgend and 
surrounding areas who are poor or in 
housing need, by supplying them with 
furniture and household items at a 
nominal cost. 

This helps restore the dignity of 
people who have had to start again 
from scratch, through no fault of their 
own. 

To date, CFA works with more than 
30 agencies including Womens Aid, 
the Wallich, Age Concern and the local 
council among many others. 

Working alongside FareShare, food 
parcels are also offered to help ease the 
financial burden when clients move 
into a totally empty property. 


Run and manned by a dedicated 
team of unpaid volunteers, this small 
team has fully furnished 285 homes in 
Bridgend county borough over the last 
three years. 

Over 800 collections of public 
donations equating to 140-plus tonnes 
of household items have been saved 
from going to waste. Since its 
inception, no family or individual has 
returned to use the service again and 
all have moved on with their lives. 

Speaking about winning the award, 
Marianne Cash, community furniture 
aid secretary, said: “To be recognised 
alongside so many inspirational 
community groups who are doing great 
things to improve the lives of those in 
their own regions was wonderful. 

“Winning this award has given us 
renewed focus and we hope we can use 
this recognition to continue raising the 
awareness of hidden poverty and the 
need for greater environmental 
sustainability, and reuse of furniture 
and household items for people in 
poverty on a national and a local 
level.” 

Graham Duxbury, national CEO of 
Groundwork, said: “Community 
Furniture Aid is an amazing example 
of why it’s so important to honour and 
recognise the work that groups across 
the UK are doing to improve their local 
communities.”

'Crossing 
the dock’ 


I N The GEM of 
October 12, 
Brian Lee’s 
letter only adds to 
the confusion 
around the much- 
repeated ‘dock full’ 
myth. 

He writes of the myth: 
“Well, I wouldn’t go as 
far as to say that,” and 
then suggests a 
photograph from his 
book ‘Cardiff’s Vanished 
Docklands’ shows the 
Queen Alexandra dock 
around 1920 - ‘... and it 
appears that one could 
easily have walked from 
one to the other.’ 

The photograph 
shows vessels laid-up 
and rafted in the middle 
of the dock during the 
Depression, with a wide 
stretch of water between 
the east side of the dock 
and the nearest vessel. 

He adds further 
confusion in his third 


paragraph, stating: 
‘Cardiff had become the 
largest coal exporting 
port in the world,’ and 
then: ‘...ships sailed in 
and out of the harbour,’ 
without naming the 
harbour. Cardiff’s tidal 
harbour disappeared in 
the 1860s. 

Mr G Davies 
suggested, in the same 
edition, that I should log 
on to Captain Salter’s 
Flicker.com. This I did: 
but did not find one 
photograph showing any 
dock so full of vessels 
that you could walk 
across the decks from 
one side of the dock to 
the other. 

Still believing that it 
never happened; and if it 
did: when, where, and 
perhaps most 
importantly - why? 

I eagerly await seeing 
a photograph or 
photographs.

ON Wednesday, November 8, 
Lee Byrne returned to 
Bridgend Athletic RFC, the 
club where his rugby playing 
career as an eight-year-old 
began, for a book signing of his 
autobiography The Byrne 
Identity. 

The event was organised by Julie 
Thomas with assistance from club 
chairman Andrew Tellem and 
committee persons David Davison and 
Jannean Obbard. 

Lee played all the way through the 
mini and junior sections of the club, 
before playing two seasons with the 
Athletic youth and finally two seasons 
with the Athletic first XV before 
moving on in 2002 to further his rugby 
ambitions via Tondu, the Scarlets and 
Ospreys regions, Clermont Auvergne 
and finally the Dragons region where a 
recurring shoulder injury forced his 
retirement. 

He made 46 appearances for Wales 
after being thrown in at the deep end 
for his first cap against the All Blacks 
in 2005. By the time his Welsh career 
finished in 2011 he had scored 50 
points for Wales. 

He also won a place on the 2009 
Lions tour to South Africa when he 
was generally acknowledged as the 
best full back in world rugby. 
Unfortunately, injury on the tour 
limited his Lions appearances to a 
single cap. 

Lee said: “When thinking about my 
book I had plenty of time to reflect on 
my very happy playing time both on 
and off the field with the Athletic and 
the many players, officials and 
supporters I am still friendly with 
today. This I have written about in the 
book. 

“I am very proud to turn up at the 
club when time permits at award 
ceremonies, fundraising dinners and 
social occasions. If my achievements 
starting at the Athletic can inspire just 


one of the current crop of mini and 
juniors to follow in my footsteps I will 
be very happy. 

“It was pleasing to see so many 
youngsters here.” 

Many young representatives of the 
different age groups were delighted to 
be photographed in a group with Lee. 
The mini and juniors continue to 
thrive, but wish to point out there are 
vacancies in the under-11 age group. 
Anybody interested contact Lauren on

Five players from Lee’s era - 
Jonathan Stoker, Wayne Fookes, Carl 
Towzer, Carl Ellis and Gareth Bartlett - 
are still playing for the current Athletic 
first or second XV’s. 

Lee’s Athletic outside half, Stuart 
Morris, who Lee mentions in his book 
as being involved in many of his 22 
Athletic tries in 51 first team Athletic 
appearances, currently coaches the first 
XV. 

On the night. Athletic club chairman 
Andrew Tellem, Lee’s uncle, who also 
played at Ath with Lee, presented him 
with an Athletic cap. This award is 
normally reserved for 300 appearances 
at senior and youth level. 

However, as was the case with 
fellow Lion Rhys Webb, it was decided 
that by achieving Lions recognition 
when both started as eight-year-olds 
and played through the ranks, then 
youth and some senior appearances, 
they had brought great distinction not 
only to themselves but also to BARFC 
to merit the award. 

As a thank you gesture to the club 
for arranging and helping promote and 
sell his book, Lee agreed to sponsor the 
next home fixture against Resolven at 
the Morganstone Brewery Field on 
Friday, November 17, kick-off 
7.15pm. 

He said he is delighted in general 
with the interest shown in his book 
which is now on its third print.

Council holds budget 
consultation workshop 


PEOPLE of all 
ages and 
backgrounds are 
being urged to 
have their say as 
part of Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council’s ongoing 
budget 
consultation. 

The council will be 
meeting with 
community groups and 
staging public events, as 
well as a budget Q&A 
session on Twitter and 
Facebook to find out 
what services local 
residents think should 
be prioritised in 2018- 
19. 

The consultation is 
designed to help the 
council deliver a 
balanced budget that 
protects essential 
services while reflecting 
the views of as many 
householders, groups 
and organisations as 
possible. 

To help achieve this. 
Deputy Leader Hywel 
Williams and senior 
council officers will 
host a special budget 
social media Q&A 
event on Facebook and 
Twitter between 
6.30pm - 8pm on 
Wednesday, November 
22 . 

This will be followed 
by public budget 
workshops at Bridgend 
Life Centre between 


6pm - 8pm on 
Thursday, November 
23; at the Y Centre in 
Porthcawl; between 
1pm - 4pm on 
November 24; and at 
Ogmore Valley Life 
Centre between 4pm - 
6pm on November 30. 

The council will also 
be holding separate 
meetings with Bridgend 
Shout, Bridgend Youth 
Council, Maesteg-based 
over-50s group 
Shedquarters and 
members of Bridgend 
Business Forum, and 
has produced a 
simplified version of the 
consultation survey 
specifically for younger 
residents. 

The consultation is 
taking place amid 
warnings from Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) that 
some services are going 
to have to bear the 
impact of successive 
years of reduced 
funding, and that a rise 
in council tax is 
inevitable in 2018-19. 

By downsizing, 
finding new ways to 
deliver services, 
reducing the frequency 
of some services and 
cutting others 
altogether, the council 
has already covered a 
£3 6m shortfall in the 
amount of money 
provided by central 
Government via Welsh 
Government. 


But the authority 
estimates it will need to 
save a further £35m by 
2020 - taking the total 
amount that it will have 
had to cover up to a 
massive £71m. 

Council Leader Huw 
David said; “People 
need to realise just what 
an impact this is going 
to have on services that 
many of us take for 
granted. 

“Our consultation is 
designed to help 
identify the areas that 
people feel most 
strongly about so we 
can develop proposals 
that reflect their views 
as closely as possible. 

“For example, should 
we spend less on 
subsidised public 
transport to focus on the 
record numbers of 
vulnerable children and 
older people that we are 
currently supporting? 

“Some very stark 
choices lie ahead, and 
this is why we need 
local people of all ages 
and backgrounds to take 


part in the budget 
consultation.” 

“Whether you do this 
by attending one of the 
public budget 
workshops or filling in 
the online questionnaire, 
don’t miss your chance 
to have your say and 
help us shape the 
budget for 2018-19.”

LOCAL authorities 
in Wales made a 
combined surplus - 
or ‘profit’ - of £14 
million on their 
parking activities in 
the last financial 
year, it is reported. 

The figure for 2016-17 
was 1.4 per cent higher 
than the £13.8 million 
surplus made in 2015-16. 

The rise was the fourth 
consecutive annual 
increase. 

Between them, the 22 
councils in Wales had 
parking income of £37.4 
million in 2016-17, 4.5 
per cent higher than the 
previous financial year. 

Income includes on- 
and off-street parking 
charges and penalty 
charges. 

Total expenditure on 
running parking 

activities was £23.4 
million, a 6.4 per cent 
increase on the previous 
financial year. 

The total surplus is the 
difference between the 
income and expenditure 
figures. 

Steve Gooding, 
director of the RAC 
Foundation, said: “The 


latest data shows there 
have been above¬ 
inflation increases in 
both council-parking 
income and expenditure 
across Wales. This has 
led to a relatively small 
rise in overall profits. 

“Unsurprisingly, the 
big numbers are 
associated with Cardiff 
and Swansea and 
underline the high 
demand for spaces in 
larger cities with more 
traffic to regulate. 

“Places like Cardiff 
will not only be 
attracting local people 
but guests from around 
the country and beyond, 
so it is important that 
policy makers balance 
the management of 
congestion through 
parking charges with the 
need to make the city 
accessible and affordable 
for first-time and 
returning visitors. 

“We were pleased to 
see it reported this week 
that Cardiff Council has 
invested in 3,300 parking 
bay sensors which link to 
an app that drivers can 
use to help locate free 
spaces.”

SOUTH Wales 
Police is calling on 
the public to hand 
in unwanted guns 
as part of a 
national two-week 
surrender of 
firearms and 
ammunition, which 
began on Monday, 
November 13,2017. 

Many firearms are 
held in innocence and 
ignorance of their 
illegality or are 
overlooked and 
forgotten in people’s 
homes. 

Others are acquired 
and distributed by 
criminal networks to 
harm, threaten and 
intimidate their local 
communities. 

The surrender gives 
people the chance to 
dispose of firearms or 
ammunition by simply 
taking them to a local 
police station and 
handing them over. 

Surrendering 
unwanted, unlicensed 
weapons avoids the risk 
of them becoming 
involved in criminality 
and means that 
members of the 
community can dispose 
of firearms in a safe 
place. 

During that period, 
those surrendering 
firearms will not face 
prosecution for the 
illegal possession upon 
surrender and can 
remain anonymous. 

Chief Inspector Daryl 
Fahey of South Wales 


Police specialist 
operations said: “The 
fight against gun crime 
is stronger than ever and 
we are working with 
partners and our local 
communities to 
safeguard, educate and 
intervene at the earliest 
opportunity. 

“We use various 
tactics to locate 
weapons that have 
fallen into the wrong 
hands - but we need the 
public’s help. We want 
as many weapons as 


possible and would 
encourage people to 
hand them in. 

“If you know where a 
weapon is being kept 
illegally, now is your 
chance to give up the 
gun, or tell us 
anonymously where it 
is. You will not be 
prosecuted and you 
could save a life. 

Weapons and 
ammunition can be 
surrendered at any one 
of our eight staffed 
police stations. Anyone 


other weapon during the 
surrender is advised to 
check the opening times 
of their station by 
visiting the police 
website, chat to us over 
social media or calling 
101 . 

If you know of 
people involved in 
illegal firearms, call 
police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111.

Not every beekeeper is a fan of ivy nectar, 
because when the bees convert it to honey, it does 
have a tendency to crystallise. 

It also has a distinct taste that is not to 
everybody’s liking, but it is the bees who decide 
what will be collected, and not the beekeeper. 

When, and if, the temperatures do drop to single 
figures, external activity will cease. Overwintering 
bees will survive on the pollen and nectar brought 
in when temperatures were higher, ie 10”C or 
higher. The overwintering bees will have a longer 
life span than their summer sisters.

Why is this? When a colony shuts down for the 
winter, external activity ceases and there is no 
coming and going. The only effort required from 
the bees within the winter hive is to control the 
internal temperature and to stay alive until the 
following spring, using the food put by for this 
very purpose. 

Their summer sisters, however, who were daily 
venturing abroad in search of pollen and nectar, 
had a very energy-sapping lifestyle and as a 
consequence, they would have been lucky to live 
for six weeks! 

Swarming has been very prominent this year; 
the queen bees’ egg laying has provided the 
wherewithal for the Varroa mite to multiply also. 
There are beekeepers out there who insist that the 
Varroa mite does not exist in their colonies. 

This, of course, is because they are not looking, 
and therefore no action to control the mite is 
required by them. Thankfully, many beekeepers 
are aware of the Varroa and address this persistent 
menace. 

All in all, it has not been a disastrous year. Not 
a very good year for a honey crop, but it is the 
survival of the bees that takes priority, not the 
amount of honey that may come your way.

Stolen car warning 
for people who 
purchase online 


POLICE are 

reminding motorists 
to be cautious when 
buying vehicles 
online. 

There have been two 
recent incidents in 
Cardiff recently where 
cars have been bought on 
Ebay and Gumtree, only 
for the new owners to 
later discover they were 
actually stolen. 

Michael Shears, a 
Crime Reduction Tactical 
Advisor from South 
Wales Police, said: “It is 
on the buyer to ensure the 
vehicle they want to buy 
isn’t a stolen one. If it 
turns out to be stolen, the 
police can seize it If there 
is finance outstanding, 
the lender can still 
demand payment.” 

Stolen vehicles are 
usually passed on with 
their identity changed, 
but here are some tips to 


help reduce the risk: 

• Always pay for a 
history check. It will 
identify if a car is stolen 
or previously written-off. 

• See an original copy 
of the V5C registration 
document or logbook - 
and check it has the 
DVLA watermark. 

• Don’t buy a car 
without the logbook. 
Stolen vehicles are often 
sold this way, the seller 
claiming it has been sent 
to the DVLA for 
updating. This may be 
the case, but there’s no 
way of checking. 

• Check that the 
seller’s address on the 
logbook matches the one 
on their driving licence 
or a utility bill. 

• Check the car’s 
number plate and Vehicle 
Identification Number 
(VIN) match those 
recorded on the logbook.

The first Paddington 
film was a breath of 
fresh air - quirky, 
humorous, touching, its 
themes of acceptance 
and tolerance a breath 
of fresh air in a world 
that seemed to be 
lacking in those 
qualities. 

It’s ironic that 
Paddington 2 arrives at 
an even more troubled 
juncture in history, and 
arguably while his 
arrival may not put the 
wrongs of the world 
right, it does at least 
provide 100 minutes of 
entertainment and a 
glimpse at how the 
world could be if more 
people ate marmalade 
sandwiches. 

It’s also the best 
family film of the year, 
arguably improving on 
the first outing and 
delivering a satisfying, 
hilarious and clever 
piece of entertainment. 

Under the 

supervision of director 
Paul King (who also co¬ 
writes the script with 
Simon Famaby), the 
sequel is a film that 
holds its values close to 
its chest, that doesn’t try 
and play it cool when it 
can play it with realism. 

Family films tend to 
have a formula that 
means the majority, in 
even the best intentions.

only 


end up a cloying mess, 
but King and Famaby 
have enough sense to 
know that the character 
is beloved for who he 
was, not for what he 
could be with a 21st 
century upgrade. 

So you have antiques 
shops, steam fairs and 
classic barbershops 
rather than coffee 
chains, smart phones 
and ‘cooT dialogue, 
characters that engage 
with every element of 
the audience and smarts 
that make this so much 
more substantial and 
satisfying than most 
child-friendly fare. 

King’s direction is 
bold and quirky but 
knows the audience it’s 
aimed at, so doesn’t 
play too fast and loose; 
his work on the likes of 
The Mighty Boosh and 
the little-seen-but- 
hugely-recommended 
The Bunny and The Bull 
straddle the line of 
quirk and invention, and 
King shows a sure hand 
and perhaps more 
confidence here. 

The gag rate is rapid 
and pretty much on 
target the majority of 
the time, while the story 
itself is clever enough 
to get both plot strands 
to work (the Browns’ 
search to clear 
Paddington’s name. 


Paddington’s attempts 
to get to grips with life 
in prison) without 
feeling that anyone is 
getting sidelined. 

It also helps that the 
performances are 
excellent. Ben 
Whishaw’s beautifully 
light and polite tones 
are a perfect fit for the 
character of Paddington, 
who, thanks to some 
very good CGI, feels 
fully-rounded and 
wonderfully sketched, 
while Hugh Bonneville 
and Sally Hawkins as 
the heads of the Brown 
family are superb, as

LIFE for a ewe generally 
follows a fairly predictable 
pattern. 

Birth, a few seasons of being 
tupped and producing more 
generations of ewes and rams, 
and then? 

Well, some might go for 
mutton, others are destined for 
supermarket shelves in the guise 
of dog food. 

Shepherds (indeed, 
shepherdesses) and farmers care 
for their animals more than some 
would have us believe, but, 
without ramming the point home, 
in the commercial world of 
farming, when ewe gotta go, ewe 
gotta go. 

It is The Way of Things. 

But not so for ‘Tilly’. 

Catherine Hartland, a partner 
of Newbold Solicitors, was 
holidaying on a working farm in 
the Elan Valley during lambing 
season when she spotted Tilly in 
a nearby barn. 

The Elan Estate is owned by 
Dwr Cymru and the farmers look 
after and work for the estate. 

Of course, “Tilly” was then 
unnamed. She was merely Ewe 
571, just like the sub-maaaaa- 
rine. 

Catherine learnt that the ewe, 
despite receiving treatment, was 
desperately ill and likely to die, 
probably not surviving the night. 

This upset the solicitor at the 
Barry-based firm, and she 
decided to do something about it. 

Catherine, never one to mince 
her words, said: “I couldn’t let 
that happen. I had to do 
something. 

“I was so upset I could not 
sleep and every few hours I 
would go and check on her. She 
seemed to be getting worse.” 

No woolly sentimentalist, 
Catherine knew that this ewe had, 
like all creatures, but a finite 


lifespan. 

Catherine takes up the yam 
again. 

“Anyway, the sheep was a 
miracle and the next day when I 
went to visit her, she had been 
moved out to the pen. 

“On my last day I said to the 
farmer, what will happen to her 
now. The farmer said that she 
would go to tack with all the 
other sheep and then she would 
be sent for dog meat. 

“I was horrified, after her 
stmggle to survive against all 
odds, she was going for dog 
meat. “I asked him if he was 
winding me up and he said ‘No’.” 

She said she returned to work 
and relayed the news to staff at 
Newbold’s. 

“They were mortified as well, 
as the entire firm is crazy animal 
people,” said Catherine. 

Staff, said Catherine, flocked 
to Tilly’s aid, and asked her to do 
something to save the ewe. 

“My conscience got the better 


of me so I decided to contact the 
estate,” said Catherine. 

The firm bought a sheep collar 
and sent a cheque with a pleading 
letter, baaaaa-gaining for Tilly’s 
life, to the estate. 

“The tmst did think we were 
mad, but they agreed, and Tilly 
now has a future on the hill.” 

Catherine smiled and said: 

“The last time I was on the farm I 
saw Tilly. She walked straight 
passed me; she didn’t thank me 
or anything.” 

Perhaps Tilly was feeling a 
little sheepish. 

Catherine ended by saying: “I 
have spoken to the farmer and he 
was laughing his head off about 
how mad we are, but he 
understands, and now the firm 
and the ewe are the talk of the 
farmers in the Valley. 

“He said: ‘Nothing much 
happens here, so we have a story 
to tell at last that makes everyone 
laugh’.”

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‘We will continue to oppose 
Biomass plant licence’ says AM 


VALE AM Jane Hutt and local 
protesters have pledged to 
continue the fight to prevent the 
Biomass UK No2 Ltd plant 
from getting an environmental 
permit. 

This week, it emerged that Natural 
Resources Wales (NRW) looks set to 
grant a licence for the gasification plant 
at Barry docks. 

The project has been the subject of 
huge controversy in the town and a 
Docks Incinerator Action Group 
(DIAG) was formed to oppose it being 
given permission to operate. 

DIAG says it has presented 
legitimate concerns for the health of 
local people; Biomass argues that the 
plant would be safe and would be 
subject to controls, including operating 
under the terms of the environmental 
permit. 

On November 13, Jane Hutt chaired 
a DIAG liaison group meeting at 
Castleland Community Centre, attended 
by NRW. 

NRW said it planned to issue an 
environmental permit, but agreed that 
there should be another period of 
consultation first. 


In a statement on Tuesday, NRW 
explained it had carried out a detailed 
assessment of the company’s plans and 
is satisfied that appropriate measures 
will be in place to allow it to operate 
without damaging the environment or 
the health of local people. 

NRW stressed the assessment had not 
only been carried out by its own 
internal experts, but specialist advice 
had been sought from other 
organisations such as Public Health 
Wales, Cardiff and Vale University 
Health Board and South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Service. 

Before a final decision is made, 

NRW will share the findings of its 
assessment and the draft conditions for 
the proposed permit, and will begin the 
new consultation. 

It will run from late November for a 
minimum of four weeks and is a chance 
for people to comment on the ‘draft 
decision’ and bring forward new 
information which hasn’t already been 
considered through previous 
consultations. 

Nadia De Longhi of NRW said: “We 
know there has been a lot of concern 
about this facility and I want to reassure 
the local community that we would

only grant a permit if we were sure that 
the applicant can meet the strict 
standard required by the permit. 

“We have closely scrutinised the 
application, and where we’ve needed to, 
we’ve asked for more detail and 
clarification to help us reach this 
decision. 

“When the consultation starts, we’ll 
be happy to consider any new evidence 
or information that is relevant to our 
decision.” 

NRW is legally required to grant a 
permit if a company can demonstrate 
that it can operate within environmental 
legislation. 

Jane Hutt and the DIAG group 
expressed their deep disappointment at 
the news. 

The Vale’s AM said: “The evidence 
against the granting of an 
environmental permit to Biomass is

overwhelming. 

“The Docks Incinerator Action 
Group has coordinated a significant 
campaign representing the views and 
concerns of the people of Barry with 
cross party backing from elected 
representatives. 

“DIAG has held meetings with a 
range of statutory bodies to raise our 


deep concerns about the incinerator - 
regarding public health and well-being, 
environmental impacts and fire 
prevention. 

“NRW has repeatedly questioned 
Biomass on their permit application 
with unsatisfactory replies, which are 
all in the public domain. 

“This next stage of consultation on a 
‘draft decision’ requires a robust 
response with an extended consultation 
of at least eight to 10 weeks and I will 
play my part in contributing to this. 

“It is important for people to know 
that the environmental permit has not 
yet been granted and we will continue 
to oppose it every step of the way.” 

Max Wallis of Friends of the Earth 
Barry & Vale said he saw the “rush to a 
decision” being dictated by the 
company. He added that some key 
objections had still not been addressed, 
which meant that the local community 
might have grounds to launch a legal 
challenge in the future. 

NRW has agreed to attend a public 
meeting to hear the views of local 
people. The operator will also be 
invited to attend.

Probus club hears how 
gas transformed a city 


ON November 7, 
Chris Bleach 
returned to Dinas 
Powys Probus Club 
to recount the 
history of The 
Cardiff Gaslight 
and Coke 

Company, together 
with the history of 
the development of 
gas for domestic 
use. 

He is a graduate of 
Birmingham University 
in chemical engineering, 
and worked for British 
Gas for 30 years. 

The Chinese had 
isolated methane gas in 
the 16th century and by 
using bamboo pipes, 
were able to boil sea 
water to obtain salt. The 
first use of gas to light a 
house in Britain was in 
1792. 

William Murdoch, an 
engineer living in 
Cornwall, obtained gas 
by burning coal and 
installed it in his own 


house. The early 
production of gas was a 
dangerous and dirty 
process. The vapour 
was obtained by burning 
coal, then it was purified 
and stored in gas 
holders. 

A by-product was tar, 
which in the early days 
was usually buried. Gas 


Charles Wheeler 
discovered a novel use 
for gas, gas being 
cheaper than hydrogen. 
He persuaded the 
company to provide him 
with four days 
production of gas to 
inflate his balloon so 
that he could float over 
the city. This left

The London Gas 
Co was formed in 1813, 
and a major benefit of 
having gas supplies 
available was that gas 
lighting could be 
introduced to make 
streets safer at night. 

The Cardiff Gaslight 
and Coke Company was 
incorporated in 1837. 
The main driving force 
behind it was Simon 
Benjamin Broadmeadow 
and the works were built 
on ground in the Town 
Clerk’s garden in the 
Hayes. 

The works were re¬ 
located several times as 
larger sites were needed. 
Eventually, land was 
purchased from the 
Marquis of Bute in Bute 
Terrace, the current site 
of the Big Sleep Hotel. 
Further land was bought 
from Grange Farm, 
where a works was 
constructed and 
production started there 
in 1863. The first 
company chairman was 
Charles Cross Williams 
and the Williams family 
had at least one board 
member during the life 
of the company. 


caused lots of 
complaints. A brave 
man, he made over 700 
flights, and surprisingly, 
died in his bed. 

The Cardiff Gaslight 
and Coke Co was one of 
over 1,000 gas 
companies nationalised 
in 1948. By this time, 
gas production was 
falling and gas was 
being provided from the 
large steelwork sites 
around south Wales. 

In 1962, the first 
supply of liquefied 
natural gas (LNG) was 
imported from abroad. 
Exploration of gas fields 
in the North Sea and 
Morecambe Bay began 
in 1962, and the first gas 
was brought ashore in 
1967. 

Chris moved abroad 
to set up and manage 
BG Italia in Rome for 
seven years after 
privatisation, which led 
to some interesting 
negotiations with major 
local businesses. His 
current passion is British 
humour and he is 
currently chair-person of 
The Tommy Cooper 
Society.

Dramatic rescue 
for stranded 
Port Talbot pup 



Miracle - rescued. 


A DRAMATIC seal 
pup rescue has been 
completed in Port 
Talbot, which an 
RSPCA Cymru 
inspector has 

described as the 
‘most technical’ he 
has ever been 
involved with. 

The seal pup was 
trapped between heavy 
rocks and boulders by a 
sea wall near the town’s 
steelworks - known 
locally as Aberavon Pier. 

Access to the seal was 
difficult, and the rescue 
took planning including 
detailed consultation 
with specialists as to 
what engineering options 
may exist. 

RSPCA Cymru 
worked with a number of 
agencies to complete the 
rescue, including 

Associated British Ports, 
Sea-Lift Diving, British 
Divers’ Marine Life 


Rescue, RNLI and Neath 
Port Talbot Council. 

Boulders weighing 
more than a tonne had to 
be moved to secure 
access to the trapped 
seal. 

The circumstances 
leading to the rescue led 
to bystanders nick¬ 
naming the seal 
‘Miracle’. 

Once the boulder was 
moved, rescuers took 
hold of the seal with a 
grasper, and place the 
animal into a ‘vari- 
kennel’. 

A welfare assessment 
of the seal was then 
undertaken, before it was 
transferred to specialist 
wildlife facilities in 
Taunton. A period of 
rehabilitation will now 
ensue, ahead of an 
anticipated return to the 
wild in the future.

SIGINT, COMINT, SOSUS 
and GCHQ for the USA 



Geoffrey Prime, 


IS Edward 
Snowden, a former 
contractor for the 
United States 
government who 
copied and leaked 
classified 
information from 
the National 
Security Agency 
(NSA) in 2013 
without 

authorisation, a 
despicable traitor 
or a whistleblower 
for civil liberties? 

Peter Cox, a senior 
manager who worked at 
Government 
Communications 
Headquarters (GCHQ) 
in Cheltenham for 32 
years after joining as a 
Russian linguist, was in 
no doubt it was the 
former description. 

At a recent meeting of 
Cowbridge USA, he 
explained that Snowden, 
now living in temporary 
asylum in Russia, had 
done significant harm to 
the national security of 
this country, as well as 
that of the USA, through 
his disclosures about 
global surveillance and 
information gathering. 

Although still bound 
by the Official Secrets 
Act, Mr Cox revealed 
that he was now able to 
give presentations on his 
career inside the secret 
world of British 
Intelligence because of 
Snowden’s leaks; much 
of the material is freely 
available on the Internet. 

Daily, three billion 
text messages and 205 
billion e-mails are sent 
worldwide, with 10 
billion phone calls made. 
It is obviously 
impossible to monitor all 
of these, so the security 
services filter the 
communications data 
and focus on specific 
targets, such as hostile 
governments or regimes, 
terrorist cells, major 
criminal organisations 
(including drug cartels), 
spy networks and 
potential military threats. 

Unless you are 
involved in one of the 
above activities, your 
information privacy is 
highly unlikely to be 
compromised. 

GCHQ, set up in the 
1950s, is the successor 
to Bletchley Park where 
the breaking of 
encrypted enemy 
messages probably 
shortened World War II 


by two years and may 
have saved 20 million 
lives. 

Mr Cox then gave the 
attentive audience 
details of how the ‘Five 
Eyes’ Community of 
Canada, the USA, the 
UK, Australia and New 
Zealand co-operate to 
collect and share 
information that enables 
each to maintain national 
security. 

Listening posts (large 
receiver dishes) in these 
five countries or 
satellites orbiting in 
space monitor many 
sources of 

communication: ship to 
shore, air to ground, 
ground to ground, 
commercial and military 
satellites. Computer 
systems may have 
viruses inserted that 
allow information to be 
collected. 

It then falls to GCHQ 
to filter, select, decrypt 
and process all the raw 
data, using linguists and 
analytical tools to 
produce worthwhile 
security facts. 

Today, codes are far 
more complex than those 
cracked by the Bletchley 
Park boffins and may 
just consist of long 
strings of noughts and 
ones (binary code), 
although, on occasion, 
eavesdropping ‘in clear’ 
on short-range radio or 
telephone messages can 
occur, especially where 
military units are 
involved. 

These cases, however, 
may well involve a 
physical close proximity 
to the sources, with the 
additional problem of 
remaining undetected. 

GCHQ had its own 
spy in the 1980s, when 
Geoffrey Prime, working 
as a Russian linguist, 
passed information 
ranging from the merely 
sensitive to matters of 
the highest secrecy (for 
example SOSUS, the 
submarine sound 
surveillance system) to 
the Soviets. 

Though he insisted he 
wished to work for them 
for ideological motives, 
they still gave him 
money in return for 
secrets. Prime eventually 
served nearly 19 years in 
prison. 

Mr Cox played some 
tapes of conversations 
(with subtitles), recorded 
in July 2014 between 
Russian-backed 
Ukrainian separatists 
and the military in

Moscow which left little 
doubt that the Boeing 
111 civilian airliner, en- 
route from Amsterdam 
to Kuala Lumpur, had 
been shot down by a 
rebel group, not the 
Ukrainian government 
forces. 

The final, chilling 
Russian statement was 
along the lines of: “It 
was bringing spies, 
otherwise, what was it 
doing in a war zone?” 

Technology at GCHQ 
has moved on from the 
four track reel-to-reel 


tape recorders of the 
early 1980s, but the 
important work of 
ensuring that the UK 
Government has an 
information advantage 
continues relentlessly. 

The brother of the 
writer of this piece was 
employed at GCHQ for 
less than three years 
over 30 years ago, but, 
even now, will answer 
any question about that 
establishment with the 
statement: “I cannot 
confirm or deny that.” 
Perhaps it’s time for him 


to read online what 
Edward Snowden has 
disclosed about Britain’s 
security network.

There is a saying that goes ‘Life 
isn’t about waiting for the storm to 
pass - it’s about learning to dance in 
the rain’. 

This young man chose at such a 
tender age to ‘own his life’ and he was 
determined (prosthetic legs and all) to 
dance in the rain. My goodness - 
didn’t he dance! He has spent the last 
20 years of his life training and 
representing his country as a 
professional athlete. 

He travelled the world in search of 


his dream, to perfect his craft, to build 
up his skills and prepare his body for 
the ultimate test. 

His talk was simply enthralling and 
I for one (and I guess I am not alone in 
this regard) left Barry Yacht Club 
having had quite a humbling 
experience. 

This young man taught us all a 
lesson. We all face issues in our lives 
that, of course, are difficult and 
stressful, but few of us will ever 
experience the personal anguish that he 
suffered as a teenager. 

Stephen showed he may have had a 
disability but he was not going to live 
a disabled life. His life was going to be 
what he wanted it to be and he set the 
bar very high indeed. 

To have achieved all that he has is 
not just a testimony to his strength of 
mind and sense of purpose but a 
testimony to all of us that adversity, 
albeit a most unwelcome guest, is 
something that we can all fight against. 

Eleanor Roosevelt once said: “The 
future belongs to those who believe in 
the beauty of their dreams”. 

Stephen didn’t just believe in the 
beauty of his dreams, he grasped them 
with both hands and made his dreams a 
reality.

He too, was presented 
with a copy of the brief 
history and our visitors 
were told how a Welsh 
language chapel was 
opened in 1815 to 
accommodate Methodist 
worshippers from 
Cadoxton and the 
surrounding villages. 


It was called Bethel 
Chapel and was situated 
on the eastern side of 
Cadoxton Common 
where houses now 
overlook Cadoxton 
railway station. 

They learned how

others of like mind, 
became determined to 
build an English 
language Wesleyan 
Methodist chapel, where 
workers engaged on the 
land reclamation scheme 
would be able to 
worship in a language 
they could understand. 

Thomas Jenkins 
would supply the land 
and Mary Morgan would 
guarantee the cost of the 
building. Thus, our 


time 

visitors were able to see 
the very deeds by which 
our benefactors, under 
their own seals, gave us 
our own church. 

Following the Sunday 
service, members and 
friends assembled in the 
church hall for a 
celebratory lunch which 
brought a wonderful 
weekend to a close.

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Police remember their 
predecessors who fell in war

COLLEAGUES 
and families of 
police officers and 
staff who have died 
while in service 
were invited to 
attend a 

remembrance and 
dedication event last 
week at the South 
Wales Police HQ in 
Bridgend. 

The force’s annual 
service of remembrance, 
where fallen officers 
from both World Wars 
are commemorated, was 
led by Chief Constable 
Peter Vaughan and 
officiated by the force 
Chaplain Reverend 
Glynne James. 

Some of the 
descendants of the men 
named on the memorial 
were also in attendance. 

They included the 
grandson of ex-rugby 
international Dick 
Thomas, who had 
previously served in the 
Aberdare, Ystrad 

Mynach and Bridgend 
areas of the force and 
was killed in action at 
Marnetz Wood in 1916. 

In total, 93 officers 
who served with 
predecessor forces died 
during the First World 
War. Their service and 
sacrifice are 

acknowledged in a series 
of booklets created 
annually to mark the 
centenary. 

The Archbishop of 
Wales, the Most 
Reverend John Davies, 
then led the re-dedication 
of the new memorial 
gardens, before wreaths 
and floral tributes were 


laid by families and 
colleagues. The Chief 
Constable also laid a 
wreath at the memorial 
sundial. 

The garden features a 
series of semi-circular 
memorial walls which 
include the names of all 
colleagues who have 
died in service since the 
formation of the force in 
June 1969. 

Plaques inscribed with 
the details of each of 
them have been mounted 
on slate and placed on the 
curved walls. 

Chief Constable Peter 
Vaughan said; “When we 
realised the previous 
garden would need to be 
moved we decided this 
was an opportunity to 
create a new space 
befitting the memory of 
all colleagues who have 
passed away while 
serving the force and its 
communities. 

“The grounds to the 
front of the building have 
been transformed and the 
garden is now 
prominently positioned 
directly opposite our war 
memorial. 

“A slate sun-dial 
which featured in the 
previous garden has also 
been repositioned, and 
can now be found 
directly opposite the 
site’s main entrance; a 
location which we hope 
will serve as an 
appropriate reminder to 
us all of the relevance 
and importance of our 
police family.”

UK aerospace industry is 
booming, not crashing 


I N response to Mr Name and Address 
Supplied’s letter in last week’s GEM, 
I feel that despite it not being my job 
to defend the Aerospace Business Park at 
St Athan, as the Welsh Assembly employ 
people to do that, I feel that I need to 
clarify a few points. 

The Defence Aviation Repair Agency (DARA) 
did not fail; it was at the time of closing down the 
St Athan part of the business, a £200m 
organisation. 

The closure was a Government decision based 
on an MoD produced ‘End to End’ study, that 
effectively relocated the work that was being done 
at St Athan. The engine work went to Gosport in 
England, and the components work relocated to 
Almondbank in Scotland. 

The work is still being done to this day, albeit 
not at St Athan. The true cost of devolution 
perhaps? 

As for the current state of the aerospace industry 
in the UK, a report recently released by Deloitte 
projects that, ‘Sector revenues will likely grow by 
about 2 per cent in 2017, being driven by higher 
defence spending and strong passenger travel 
demand, especially in the Middle East’. 

The UK aerospace industry is massive, and 
booming. 

According to figures quoted by the industry’s 
trade organisation, ADS, it had sales of over £31 bn 
last year, up almost £2bn on the previous year. This 
is a boon to UKPLC exports, as around 90 per cent 
of these sales are to organisations outside of UK

Locally, General Electric (GE) at Nantgarw have 
fought off global competition to become the 
maintenance facility for the massive GE9EX turbo¬ 
fan engine. 

So, one can conclude that the UK aerospace 
industry is not in decline, as has been suggested. 

Perhaps this is not the reason why few 
businesses have relocated to St Athan in the decade 
since DARA was relocated out of Wales, and 3,000 
of us lost our careers. 

Again, it’s not my job to suggest incentives, as 
the Welsh Assembly employ people to do this; but 
if it were in my power, I would establish a world 
class aerospace training facility at the site, in 
association with the two local education facilities 
currently providing training for this sector. 

The Vale Council could play its part in attracting 
businesses to St Athan by slashing rates, and the 
Assembly could reduce rents to a minimum; or 
even zero. 

Given the right package of support from its 
owners, the Welsh Assembly, St Athan could return 
to its heyday when thousands of people worked in 
high paid, technical jobs there. 

The site opened in the late 1930s and never had 
a need for a specific road to it, because aircraft tend 
to fly into bases for maintenance. 

However, a new road would be a real advantage 
to any factory that is set up at St Athan, and it 
would be particularly helpful to one that operated 
car transporter lorries. 

It would benefit Mr ‘Name and Address 
Supplied’ to look beyond the smoke and mirrors 
reasoning for this Northern Approach Road (NAR), 
and start defending the St Athan Aerospace 
Business Park. 

If this dream is allowed to die, this will have no 
effect on the NAR, but could result in a massive 
housing estate as well. 

That would be very handy for any factories 
located at St Athan, but would be a massive loss to 
the region.

wonder if I am 
alone in noticing 
that the already 
poor standard of 
driving these days 
gets even worse 
during school 
holidays? 

I have a fairly logical 
theory as to why this is 
the case, but I would 
like to make an appeal to 
all driving instructors to 
instil a few basics into 
the heads of their pupils. 
Eor example: 

1. The first rule of the 
road is keep left. This 
means not hugging the 
white line, nor driving in 
the centre of the lane, 
but to the left of it, 
closer to the kerb. 

2. The vehicle you are 
driving is about a foot 
slimmer than you think 
it is! 


3. It is OK to pass a 
parked vehicle, even

course). 

4. The correct way to 
turn right at a junction

I T'S been a 
year of 
sporting 

achievements for 
the home nations, 
with England 
seemingly winning 
every football 
World Cup at 
every level other 
than the senior 
team, the success 
of Lewis Hamilton 
picking up his 
fourth Formula 1 
world title and 
Anthony Joshua 
continuing to 
dominate the 
heavyweight 
boxing scene. 

However, perhaps 
one of the finest 
sporting achievements 
took place in New 
Zealand during June 
and July as the British 
& Irish Lions travelled 
to the land of the long 
white cloud to take on 
a number of regional 
teams before facing a 
three-test series against 
reigning world 
champions the All 
Blacks, who hadn't lost 
on home turf since 
2009. 

As daunting as 
facing a team like the 
All Blacks is, what's 
even more daunting is 
bringing together the 
best players from the 
four home nations - 
England, Wales, 
Scotland and Ireland - 
into a squad of 42 
players, and trying to 
blend them into a fluid 
unit, a task given yet 
again to Wales coach 
Warren Gatland, who 
memorably guided the 
Lions to a tour victory 
over Australia four 
years previously. 

To be in the middle 
of the British & Irish 
Lions maelstrom must 
be incredible, and a 
new documentary, 
British & Irish Lions: 
V^covered, does just 


that. 

A perennial feature 
of the Lions' tours 
since 1997, the behind- 
the-scenes 

documentary takes you 
both on and off the 
pitch with the team and 
the staff around them, 
and gives you valuable 
insight into the mindset 
of the squad as they 
work their way through 
the unrelenting 
schedule before being 
given the Herculean 
task of trying to beat 
their hosts. 

From the early 
moments of the tour, 
through to the slightly 
awkward post-match 
celebrations after the 
third test which saw the 
series shared with one 
win each (and a nerve- 
shredding draw in the 
final game), the 
documentary immerses 
you in the day-to-day 
of being part of one of 
the most incredible 
sporting traditions, and 
much like previous 
entries in the series, 
showcase the 
personalities of players 
and staff that you don't 
usually see. 

It also shows how 
hard-hitting a tour it 
was (in particular 
Stuart Hogg's rather 
gruesome eye injury), 
and how determined 
everyone involved was 
to try and secure a 
historic victory, with 
pre- and post-match 
speeches from the likes 
of Gatland, first test 
captain Peter 
O'Mahony and tour 
captain Sam Warburton 
sending tingles down 
the spine (and perhaps 
a tear or two!).

Bar ‘Mock Trial’ for 
Llantwit Major pupils 


ON November 4, 
Llantwit Major 
School’s first Bar 
‘Mock Trial’ team 
competed in the 
regional heats of 
the competition at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Having no prior 
experience of the 
competition, the pupils 
were quite nervous as 
they arrived, yet the 
minute the competition 
got underway, all nerves 
were banished and 
pupils put on an 
accomplished and 
confident display. 

The Bar Mock Trial 
is a national 
competition for pupils 
in years 10-13 which 
sees teams from state 
schools take on the 
roles of barristers, 
witnesses and court 
officials and battle it out 


in mock trials in crown 
courts around the 
country, all vying for a 
place in the grand final 
at the Old Bailey in 
London. 

The first round saw 
Llantwit’s prosecution 
drawn against previous 
winners, but the team 
was not daunted by 
their lack of experience. 
Year 12’s Jay a Williams 
got the team off to an 
efficient and 
professional start, 
undertaking the role of 
court clerk, and Emily- 
Jane Owen and 
Courtney David’s 
confidence during the 
cross-examination 
impressed the judge. 

While the scores 
awarded by the judge 
remain secret - the 
winners of individual 
rounds are not 
announced - the judge 
did comment on the 
strength of both teams 


and how admirably they 
performed. 

Llantwit’s defence 
did not get an 
opportunity to compete 
until the third round 
and, like the 
prosecution, did the 
school proud. 

Special mention must 
go to Rhodri Richards 
of year-10, who 
volunteered to take on 
the role of barrister less 
than two weeks before 
the competition due to 
the original team 
member being forced to 
withdraw. 

However, on the day 
no-one would have been 
able to tell he had so 
little time to prepare as 
his performance was so 
assured and his cross¬ 


examination so 
challenging - the poor 
witnesses were 
definitely under 
pressure. 

Drawn against the 
eventual heat winners, 
the judge underlined 
how hard it had been to 
decide a winner for the 
round as it was a very 
closely-fought trial. 

Pupils really enjoyed 
their first experience of 
the legal system and 
those in year-10 look 
forward to being able to 
compete next year. 

Although narrowly 
missing out on a place 
in the final, the school 
is extremely proud of 
the performance of all 
15 team members.

The important decision of

Ask about qualifications and 
staff experience. If the 
technicians don’t have 
certificates, they haven’t 
committed to their career. 
Similarly, experience as a valeter 
or panel beater for the dealer 
doesn’t really count for 
mechanical repairs. 

A word about body shops 
dabbling in mechanics; the two 
simply don’t mix in the same 
workshop. 

Just because you don’t fancy 
the pain of dealership pricing, 
you don’t have to compromise on 
your expectations of quality. You 
just need a proper independent 
specialist.

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A defeat and a 
draw, but youth to 
the fore for Wales... 

NOW TIME TO SORT OUT 
CHRIS COLEMAN’S FUTURE 


W HILE 

disappointment 
is not a taste 

most Welsh fans can ever 
truly lose in their mouths, 
the defeat against 
Republic of Ireland last 
month that meant Welsh 
involvement in next year’s 
World Cup was going to 
be non-existent left a truly 
sour one, heartbreak 
mixed with nagging 
regret. 

So while eight European 
teams were looking at two legs 
that would make or break their 
World Cup hopes, Wales were in 
equally unfamiliar territory - 
that of playing friendly matches. 

It’s a practice long forgotten 
due to Chris Coleman’s 
preference for competitive 
football (and the valuable FIFA 
ranking points it brings) but 
Wales’ two friendlies offered the 
opportunity to assess both the 
established players in the squad 
and the younger bunch whose 
game time has been limited thus 
far. 

The first was a glamour away 
fixture, and a return to the 
country of last year’s unbridled 
European Championship delight, 
against France at the Stade de 
France, while the second saw 
Panama (World Cup finalists 
themselves) pay their first visit 
to Wales. 

These games were likely to 
work two-fold; the first game an 
opportunity for the first choice 
players to measure themselves 
up to a country who have been 
dining at the top table of 
international football for nearly 
20 years, the second an 
opportunity for the younger 
members in and around the 
fringes of the squad to stake 
their claims for a part in Wales’ 
future. 

It’s a future that may or may 
not involve Chris Coleman, 
whose contract expired at the 
end of these games - while at 
first confident that this would 
have been his final campaign as 
Wales manager, the nature of 
that qualification failure and the 
voices from the dressing room 
and the stands for him to stay on 
may yet exert a pull on a 
manager hungry to test himself 
in club football, but more than 
aware of what more he can 
achieve with his country. 

Friday night in the Stade de 
France, then, was either the start 
of Coleman’s bid to recalibrate 
Wales’ hopes for the future or 
the first part of a long goodbye. 
If it was the latter, then the 
slightly lacking performance 
was certainly not something 
he’d be very happy with. 

Going against a team many

favour to lift the World Cup 
trophy next summer, and even 
shorn of one or two key players, 
Wales were always going to be 
up against it and the early 
pressure did little to sway 
opinion that it would be a case 
of when not if for Les Bleus. 

Set up in 5-3-1-1 formation 
seemed the best way to battle 
the French, keeping out their 
talented attacking players then 
breaking with the wingbacks 
when we had the opportunity to 
go forward. 

It didn’t pan out that way, and 
with Aaron Ramsey, playing 
behind Sam Yokes, dropping 
deeper to get the ball, it meant 
Wales’ attacks were snuffed out 
before they got going. 

When Antoine Griezmann put 
the hosts 1-0 up in the 18th 
minute after a lovely finish, you 
could have expected the 
floodgates to open, but Wales 
did a good job of spoiling 
France’s attacks without ever 
looking capable of getting 
forward themselves. 

The game seemed to change 
when, in the 63rd minute, the 
triumvirate of Ben Woodburn, 
David Brooks and Ethan 
Ampadu came on - all highly- 
rated, all with an opportunity to 
impress against a top 
international team. 

Woodburn we know about, 
but the other two looked equally 
as composed and confident, and 
offered pace and direct running 
that threw the French on the 
back foot and led to Wales’ best 
spell of the game. 

However, Lady Luck played 
her part in the 71st minute, as 
Olivier Giroud put the game to 
bed when his shot deflected past 
Wayne Hennessy, and France hit 
the woodwork several times as 
they closed out the game in no 
little style. 

Hopes were higher for 
Tuesday’s encounter with 
Panama, a team whose 
qualification for next summer’s 
World Cup shows them to not 
be lightweights. 

Given the cameos from the 
youngsters in France, Coleman 
brought youth to the fore with 
Ampadu, Brooks and Woodburn 
all starting, the average age of 
the team 24. 

In poor conditions the game 
rarely fizzed into life in the first 
half, save for a penalty awarded 
to Wales that Sam Yokes saw 
saved by the Panamanian 
goalkeeper, but bright spots for 
Wales were the energy and pace 
that Brooks, Woodburn and Tom 
Lawrence brought to the game, 
and the assured composure that 


severely belied Ampadu’s 17 
years of age. 

It was the second half that 
saw the action as Wales came 
out of the blocks quicker and 
posed far more questions of 
their rather lacklustre opponents, 
and as they got more dominant 
you felt there was at least a goal 
in it. 

It came with 15 minutes to 
go, Lawrence collecting a loose 
ball and slaloming past the 
Panamanian defenders before 
curling the ball past the 
goalkeeper and into the bottom 
right hand corner. 

It was a fabulous goal, one 
that was deserved based on 
Lawrence’s industry, and with 
Wales in the ascendancy seemed 
to ensure a victory. 

However, with substitutions 
disrupting the flow of the game, 
and Wales, yet again, sitting 
back while in the lead, there was 
an air of predictability as 
Anderson Cooper poked home 
to give the small-but-hardy 
Panama fans in the ground 
something to cheer about. 

The 1-1 draw wasn’t the best 
result, but it does belie the fact 
that Coleman was true to his 
word and put younger players in 
to give them some much-needed 
experience. 

None disgraced themselves 
on the night, showing plenty of 
hard work, and this small 
glimpse into the future of Welsh 
football is rosy enough. 

The attacking verve of 
Lawrence, Brooks and 
Woodburn is likely only to get 
more formidable, while Ampadu 
is a captain-in-waiting, given the 
way he marshalled the more 
experienced players around him. 

The substitute appearances 
from the likes of Tom Lockyer, 
Marley Watkins, Ryan Hedges 
and Tom Bradshaw were also 
promising, although tempered 
by the quality of the opposition. 

So the playing side is on 
track, all that remains now is to 
find out who will be at the helm 
going forward. 

Coleman’s clapping of the 
crowd at the end of the game 
had the hallmarks of a fond 
farewell, but he’s become adept 
deflecting speculation. 

With suggestions that the end 
of the month will be the time 
decisions are made, we’ll all be 
a little more clearer as to where 
Wales go from here - here’s 
hoping it’s a future led by Chris 
Coleman.

AGAINST THE WALLABIES 


The kangaroo curse strikes 
again as Wales come 
up short against Australia

M aria Sharapova recently 

published her autobiography 
and made the assertion that 
“Serena Williams is my biggest rival”. 

Now Maria has her critics and quite few 
jumped on this, saying: “Rivalry? 

“Of the last 19 times you have met, Serena has 
won 18. What sort of rivalry is that?” 

So, are Wales and Australia still rivals now it is 
13-0 to the Green and Golds? 

I’m sure Welsh fans still believe it is. After all, 
we can point to the autumn curse - the fact that a 
rusty Wales have to turn out against a battle- 
hardened well-oiled Australian machine. 

It certainly felt that way on Saturday at The 
Principality Stadium. Wales had a new ‘two 
play maker’ system and a number of fresh faces, 
while in Australia’s last game they had managed 
to beat the All Blacks. 

There is something else distinctive about the 
Wales V Australia rivalry. The games are 
generally very close, frequently decided on one 
pivotal moment - a try-scoring pass that doesn’t 
go to hand, or a missed tackle, or perhaps a 
genuine spark of genius. 

The trouble is, of course, that the pivotal 
moment always goes Australia’s way! 

It started well for Wales as they had much of 
the early play, although a couple of knock-ons 
slowed down their momentum. Then, after six 
minutes Liam Williams charged down a laboured 
clearance kick by Reece Hodge but, unfortunately 
for Wales, the ball was collected by the calmest 
man on the pitch, Aussie fly half Bernard Foley. 

He cleared the danger but Wales were awarded 
a penalty one minute later, kicked by Leigh 
Halfpenny. 

However, Foley’s rugby brain was in evidence 
five minutes later, when an astute kick ahead 
forced debutant Steff Evans to take the ball into 
touch five metres out. 

The resulting line out catch and drive was so 
simple it looked like a training ground exercise, 
with Wallaby hooker Polota Nau touching down. 
Wales’ defence coach Shaun Edwards glowered 
from the stand as he considered what to say at 
half time. 

Eoley’s conversion made it 7-3 but Wales were 
soon back on the attack. Jonathan Davies made a 
strong break and passed wide to Liam Williams 
who was crowded out. A pass inside could have 
put Gareth Davies clear, although a covering 
Aussie defender stopped it from being that 
simple. 

It mattered not, because two minutes later the

live-wire scrum-half made an excellent break 
through a scattered lineout. He was hauled down 
five metres out but the ball was moved quickly 
across field. At one stage it looked like a three to 
one overlap, but in the end Steff Evans had work 
to do, wriggling out of the grasp of two covering 
defenders to go over. 

Halfpenny split the posts to put Wales ahead 
10-7. 

Eive minutes later, another teasing kick from 
Eoley led to a bad break for Wales. Halfpenny 
just got to the ball first in the in-goal area and 
aimed to kick it dead. However, it ricocheted 
back over the try line, and Australia were able to 
set up a ruck just two metres out. 

Erom there, Wales concentrated on the first 
runner, but Genia gave it to the second, the lock 
Adam Coleman, who was over without a hand 
laid on him. Eoley converted. 

Hodge extended the lead 10 minutes later with 
a howitzer penalty from halfway, but Halfpenny 
responded with a penalty three minutes later. 

A half-time score of 13-17 down would have 
been acceptable for Wales, but they failed to clear 
their lines as half-time approached. About 12 
phases later, the Wallaby captain and openside 
Michael Hooper touched down near the corner. 
This time, Eoley missed the conversion. 

In the second half, Wales had plenty of ball but 
handling errors frustrated them. Nevertheless, a 
Leigh Halfpenny penalty made it 16-22. The 
Scarlets full back was four out of four, and was 
tempted by a penalty shot from halfway, but this 
one went astray. 

However, things were looking hopeful for 
Wales when referee Glen Jackson called Hooper 
over to warn him that the next Aussie guilty of 
slowing the release of the ball would get a yellow 
card. 

Time for a pivotal moment. One that goes the 
Australian way, perhaps? 

Enter Kurtley Beale, who tackled Steff Evans, 
stripped the ball, fell forward, lost it and 
recovered it and then set off towards the Welsh 
posts while crowd, cameraman and commentators 
were all looking in the wrong place. 

Beale aroused a few suspicions when he 
quickly drop-kicked the conversion but the ref

was having none of that and referred it to the 
TMO. Welsh eyes saw a knock on, while 
Australians saw no problem. TMO Graham 
Hughes was happy with it. 

Eoley was summoned back to convert from in 
front of the posts and it was now 16-29. 

That yellow card did come out soon after, and 
captain Hooper was the guilty party, but the 
crowd’s heart was no longer in it. It was another 
Australian win and the atmosphere faded away. 

To be fair to Wales, they didn’t fade, but 
chances for tries slipped away due to over- 
eagemess or just plain poor execution. At almost 
the final whistle, with Hooper waiting to come 
back on, Hallam Amos dived to score in the 
corner, with TMO Hughes giving him the benefit 
of the doubt, as he had done for Kurtley. 

There was no conversion, with a score of 21-29 


ruling out the possibility of a miracle ending and 
it would have been best for Wales if the game had 
ended there. Sadly, there was enough time left for 
Jonathan Davies to suffer a nasty ankle injury 
which seems likely to rule him out of the autumn 
series and beyond. 

So, to sum up it was a game where the new 
Welsh players did themselves no harm. There 
were no ‘star is born’ moments but no one looked 
out of their depth. Steff Evans had the best debut, 
and the Scarlets influence should make Wales 
interesting to watch. Prop Rob Evans, amazingly, 
was one of the most prolific passers of the ball. 

Will Wales play Australia again before the 
World Cup? Apparently they might, in autumn 
2018. 

Please, WRU, let’s give it a miss.
